A CAMPAIGN J OKE. 
Mr. 
Frank 
Dooling’s 
political 
friends, says the Illinois State J our­ 
nal, are flooding tbe state with a 
printed circular, signed by the presi­ 
dent and secretary of the Springfield 
Federation of Labor, in which it is 
charged that “ for some time past the 
State Board of Contracts for the state 
of Illinois has given the Culver Con­ 
struction 
eompnny 
all tbe state 
work ;” that a committee of tbe feder 
ation waited upon Secretary of State 
R:se, protesting against such actions,” 
and that he “ refused to grant the re­ 
quest of the commitoee or give them 
any satisfaction.” The central labor 
unions are therefore 
requested to 
“ use all legal means in defeating the 
said J ames A, Rose for re-election.” 
In view of the fact that the con­ 
tract for the Lincoln monument was 
let by a board of which Mr. Rose was 
not a member, and that for the state 
arsenal by a hoard of three state of­ 
ficers, of which Mr. Rose constituted 
a minority, and in view of the further 
fact that, in every instance where a 
state contract has been let to the Cul­ 
ver Construction company that com­ 
pany has been the lowest bidder, the 
money spent for paper, printing and 
postage by the authors and publishers 
of this circular seems to have been 
wasted. All of these contracts were 
entered into under statutes which 
rendered it obligatory upon 
their 
signers on the part of the state to do 
precisely wnat, in every instance, they 
did, namely, to award them to the 
lowest responsible bidder. 
But the joke in the situation is that, 
while Mr. Rose never has given to the 
Culver company any work whatever 
on private account, Mr. Dooling, the 
democratic candidate for secretary of 
state, in whose supposed interest this 
circular is issued, has given all of his 
private work to that very company. 
Colonel Culver put the stone founda­ 
tion under the very house in this city 
in which Mr. Dooling resides, and the 
proof of this statement may be seen 
on the cornerstone by any one who 
cares to look for it. Mr. Dooling gave 
him the job for the same reason that 
the state has employed him on various 
ocLions, which is that he underbid 
his rivals in the business. 
The statement made that Mr. Rose 
“ insulted 
the committee” hss no 
foundation in fact. He simply said to 
that he bad taken an oath to 
obey the law, and that the law lett 
him no discretion in the matter. 


Are Being Strung Between Cities for 
Sterling-Dixon Line. 
Superintendent Powers has a force 
of ni^r expert electricians at work 
stTii g’ng tl e high tensions wires be­ 
tween St» r»’ng and Dixon. 
Three 
uoih s o; it« wires have been placed in 
position, snh it will probably take ten 
days or two weeks to complete the 
work. 
Three No. 4 wiresof the hard drawn 
copper are being put in place on 
earthern insulators which are used to 
overcome the high voltage necessary 
in tbe transmission of power between 
tbe two cities. 
These insulators are 
powerful enough to overcome a volt­ 
age of thirty thousand, thus greatly 
reducing the danger. 


The coldest period obtained from 
the 26fch to the 28th, inclusive, when 
killing frosts occurred over a greater 
portion of tbe state. The average 
temperature for the north was about 
normal. The rainfall was decidedly 
deficient, less precipitation ocourring 
in the central district than in any 
corresponding month for the past 25 
years. The weather conditions, ail 
together, were highly favorable for 
farming operations and the maturing 
of com. 
Corn was practically safe in all dis­ 
tricts before the coming of killing 
frosts. 
Considerable husking 
and 
cribbing has been 
done. A wind 
storm of marked energy passed over 
the state on the 20th-21st, causing 
considerable damage to standing corn, 
much of the crop being prostrated. 
Estimates furnished of yield and con­ 
dition indicate an average crop of 
good quality. 
The general condition of wheat is 
quite satisfactory. 
The crop was 
mostly sown late, on account of wet 
weather, and is considered somewhat 
backward, but it has attained a good 
stand, and with the exception of need 
of rain in some localities, the outlook 
is favorable. All reports indicate tbe 
thirfty condition of rye. 
Pastures need rain in portions of 
the central and southern districts, 
but elsewhere they are good. 
Live 
stock is doing well and will enter 
winter under favorable conditions. 
The potato output, throughout the 
state, is probably above average, and 
the quality is of high order. 
The apple crop has been mostly 
gathered. In the northern taa’f of the 
state a fair crop of good quality has 
been harvested, but a light yield of 
inferior quality is generally indicated 
in the southern counties.
